ment. Of course that pride is nothing more, than joy over the apprecia- 
tion of those who know and understand. 


So sincere is the admiration and happiness of many of those who ap- 


preciate their favorite eating places, that often they do not exercise the 
thought and effort to "order." They merely say: "Charlie"— "Jack," or 
Oscar"—serve my favorite dish!" 


Much is written about the disappearance of the older famous restau- 


rants in many cities. I read an article by a famous writer about the loss 
of many of the great eating places of Paris of 30 or 40 years ago. Now 
most all gone. Replaced by movie houses, traveling bureaus and office 
buildings. The same may be said of many of the old restaurants of 
America. I dined in one in New York, however, recently, that has been 
par excellence for half a century. 


When you have a mind to eat out, select the place with a soul. You

Hollywood—Easiest rut for an act- 


or to fall into is that of perennial 
officer of the law. Once a police- 
man always a cop—unless the act- 
or's lucky. 


They tell it on Robert Emmett O'- 


Connor, so often seen as the de- 
tective, that his big chance to break 
with the role was nixed by an ex- 
ecutive who saw the tests. O'Con- 
nor was trying for a priestly part. 


"Every time he talked to the con- 


demned man in the cell," the ex- 
ecutive said, "I expected him to 
whip out the handcuffs from under 
his cassock." 


O'Connor doubtless has played 


other characters, but he's typed in 
my mind, too. Offhand I can't think 
of a single film in which he hasn't 
had the bracelets ready.

to the United States."

The British plan to parcel Pales- 


tine between Arabs and Jews was 
sidetracked in Commons in a com- 
promise move after long and bitter 
debate.

ther study of the plan before final 
parliamentary action and submis- 
sion of it to the League of Nations 
was decided. 


•The compromise -came—after Col- 


onial Secretary William G. A. Orms- 
bygore told the members that the 
present league mandate over Pales- 
tine is "no longer workable." 


He submitted the British royal 


commission's recommendation that 
Palestine 
be partitioned between 


Jews and Arabs, with Britain taking 
a new mandate over Palestine's holy 
cities. 


Both Arabs and Jews, long at odds 


in the holy land, have criticized the 
plan.

Hollywood—Easiest rut for an act­ 
or to fall into is th a t of perennial 
officer of the law. 
Once a police­ 
m an always a co p -unless the a c t­ 
or’s lucky. 
They tell it on Robert Em m ett O ’­ 
Connor, so often seen as the de­ 
tective, that his big chance to break 
with the role was nixed by an ex­ 
ecutive who saw the tests. 
O’Con­ 
nor was trying for a priestly part. 
‘ Every time he talked to the con­ 
dem ned man in the cell,” the ex­ 
ecutive said, “I expected him to 
whip out the handcuffs from under 
his cassock." 
O ’Connor doubtless 
has 
played 
other characters, but he’s typed in 
my mind, too. Offhand I can’t think 
of a single film in which he hasn't 
had the bracelets ready. T h at’s how 
movie-typing works on casting di­ 
rectors. 
E. E. Clive, who has contributed 
bright moments to some 30 films, 
alm ost fell into the copper’s mold.

Washington, July 22 (AP).—Ad- 


ministration leaders in tne Senate 
fought with their backs to the wall 
today to save what they could, of the 
Roosevelt court bill. 


Opposition 
chieftains, 
however, 


talked of eliminating all reference 
to Supreme court changes 
They 


indicated they might consider a 
measure to speed up lower federal 
courts. 


The proponents conceded the foes 


had enough votes to sidetrack the 
pending bill and virtually could dic- 
tate the kind of legislation that 
could pass 


They expressed hope, nevertheless, 


of working out some limitations on 
future justices or a constitutional 
amendment for 
__ compulsory retire- 


ment at a fixed .age. 


Senator Wheeler (Democrat, Mon- 


tana) , spearhead of the fight against 
the bill, agreed to co-operate with 
the Senate judiciary committee in 
further study of lower court re-or- 
ganizations. The group called an in- 
formal meeting this morning. 


Senator Bailey (Democrat, North 


Carolina), describing the situation 
from the opposition's standpoint, 
said: 


"The battle for the independence 


of the judiciary has been fought 
and won. "We are attending now to 
details." 


Senator Minton (Democrat, Indi- 


ana), one of the bill's Strongest ad- 
vocates, commented, "it's up to them 
they've got the votes." 


Democrats on both sides of the 


controversy were making desperate 
efforts to heal the breach which had 
threatened to split their party 
Peace negotiations were being con- 
ducted principally by Vice president 
Garner and Senator Barkley, of 
Kentucky, new majority leader 


To smooth the way for negotia- 


tion of an agreement, a truce was 
reached between opposing leaders to 
lay the disputed court bill aside un- 
til next week The Senate took up 
today the President's farm interest 
-veto and minor bills 
« Talk on an early congressional 
adjournment revived, but some lead- 
ers said President Roosevelt want- 
ed action this year on the wage- 
hour, housing and tax loophole bills 


The big break in the court battte- 


came Wednesday after the Demo- 
crate picked Barkley as their leader, 
38 to 37, over Senator Pat Harrison, 
of. Mississippi 


While 
Barkley 
and 
Harrison 


lunched with the President to dis- 
cuss the legislative situation, Gar- 
ner worked industriously to bring or- 
der out of confusion and harmony 
out of dissession. 


He first sought out Wheeler and 


urged the opposition forces to sub- 
mit a draft of judiciary legislation 
which they could agree to pass 
Wheeler then talked one by one to 
his principal colleagues. 


Finally he went to Garner's office 


with Bailey

committee It was after this confer- 
ence that today's meeting of the ju- 
diciary committee was announced.

Remnants of Court Bill 


W ashington, July 22 (AP).—Ad­ 
m inistration leaders in Tho Senath 
fought With their backs to tho wall 
today to save what they could of the 
Roosevelt court bill. 
Opposition 
chieftains, 
however, 
talked of elim inating all reference 
to Supreme court changes. 
They 
indicated they m ight consider 
a 
measure to speed up lower federal 
emir ta. 
The proponents conceded the foes 
had enough votes to sidetrack the 
pending bill and virtually could dic­ 
tate the kind of legislation that 
could pass 
They expressed hope, nevertheless, 
of working out some lim itations on 
future Justices or a constitutional j 
am endm ent for compulsory retire­ 
ment at a fixed age. 
Senator Wheeler (Democrat. Mon­ 
tana i, spearhead of the fight against 
the bill, agreed to co-operate with 
the Senate judiciary com m ittee In 
further study of lower court re-or- 
ganizatlons. The group called an in­ 
formal meeting this morning. 
Senator Bailey (Democrat, North 
Carolina), describing the situation 
from the opposition's standpoint, 
said: 
"The battle for the independence 
of the judiciary has been fought 
and won. We are attending now to 
details.” 
Senator Minton (Democrat, in d i­ 
ana), one of the bill s Strongest a d ­ 
vocates, commented, “it s up to them 
they've got the votes.” 
Democrats tm both sides of the 
controversy were making desperate 
efforts to heal the breach which had 
threatened 
to 
split 
their 
party. 
Peace negotiations were being con­ 
ducted principally by Vice president 
G arner and Senator Barkley, of 
Kentucky, new majority leader. 
To smooth tile way for negotia­ 
tion of an agreement, a truce was 
reached between opposing leaders to 
lay the disputed court bill aside u n ­ 
til next week. The Senate took up 
today the President's farm interest 
veto and minor bills. 
Talk on an early congressional 
adjournm ent revived, but some lead­ 
ers said President Roosevelt w ant­ 
ed action this year on the wage- 
hour. housing and tax loophole bills.
